A REMARKABLE LETTER. 
— following letter, addressed to H. N. 
Chicago, by Thomas Stringer, while 
he was agent for Nelson, Morris & Co., 
explains much of the crookedness and 
ekull-duggery that has been resorted to in 
connection with the meat contracts: 

“Yours received. Referring to the city 
contracts will state that they will be relet 
on or about the 12th to the 16th of Decem- 
ber. There has not been any change in the 
quality of meats delivered at the different 
institutions. They are receiving plates and 
chucks with a small quantity of good cuts 
for the officers’ table, with chickens, tur- 
keys and other eXtras being furnished for 
the officials at about four pounds of meat 
for one pound of chicken or turkey. For 
extra fruit, etc., they allow pounds of meat 
in’ proportion to value of different articles 
required. 

“It will not do to get in on these con- 
tracts at a low figuré unless you handle the 
officers at the different institutions in the 
game way they have been accustomed to. 
I had a talk with the Commissioner of Sup- 
plies in reference to these extras. He says 
it is the only way the institutions can get 
these things, as there is no appropriation 
for such things, and he will not try and de- 
prive them of the different articles they may 
need for which there is no appropriation. 

“Mr. — called on me a few days ago. 
He wanted to know how you stood or 


whether \you would be a bidder next time, 


as he said he wanted to have things in 
line if you were not out for the contracts. 
He said he would call again. I told him I 
could give him no information. He said 
there is $400 in it to stay out, I told him 
I would refer the matter 0 the house in 
due time.“

ENGLAND AND NICARAGUA. 


The Monroe Doctrine Must Be Sus- 


tained, and Spain and Ha- 
waii Looked After.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March D. — Since 
President Cleveland laid aside his gun and 
hunting traps he has been busy dealing with 
important international disputes which 
sprung into prominence during his absence. 
The Cabinet meeting yesterday afternoon 
lasted three hours, and the President went 
over the various complications that havé 
arisen in which this Government is inter- 


ested. 
The most important of these are the Alli- 


anca incident, Great Britain’s demand on 


Nicaragua for the payment of an indemnity 
of $75,000 for the expulsion of its consular 
agent from Bluefields and the boundary dis- 
pute between Engiand and Venezuela. 

Added to these complications is the ru- 
mored notification ot this Government to 
the Hawaiian Republic that Mr. Lorin A, 
Thurston, her representative here, has been 
talking too much, and is, diplomatically 
ape. persona non grata, and the fur- 

er rumor that Spain's Ambassador, Senor 
de Murauga, has been so free in criticising 
Secretary Gresham’s course in the Alliance 
affair that his Government will be requested 
to regall him 

Asi from the firing on the Allianca, 
which seems to be in a fair way of set! 
tlement, the most serious of these interna- 
tional complications is England’s demand 
on Nicaragua. Just what transpired at the 
Cabinet meeting is known only to the Presi- 
dent and his official advisers, but the opin- 
ion prevails that Great Britain has already 
been served with notice through Ambassa- 
dor Bayard that any step in the direction of 
encroaching upon Nicaragua territory wiil 
be regarded as an unfriendly act toward the 
United States.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 20.—Among 
other things authorised in the last Indian 
appropriation bill is the appointment of a 
commission to negotiate with the Belknap 
Indians for the sale to the United States of 


a portion of their reservation in the north 
central portion of Montana; also to negotiate 
with the Blackfeet Indians for the sale 
to the United States of a portion of their 
reservation in the northwest part of the 
same State. An appropriation of $3,500 has 
been made for this purpose. ecretary 
Smith said to one delegation of Indians that 
he thought it would be a good thing if they 
would divide their reservation tracts among 
themselves in some equitable manner, and 
farm such portions as they could and lease 
the remainder to farmers who would pay 
them a reasonable sum for the privilege. 
Another commission will be designated by 
the Secretary to negotiate with the Otoe and 
Missouri tribes to see if there can be pur- 
chased from them sufficient lands upon 
which to allot and locate the Iowa tribe of 
Indians. The intruders on the Cherokee lands 
will also receive the attention of the In- 
erior ment. The new law directs 
the Secretary to suspend efforts toward re- 
movals until the value of the improvemen 
ot these intruders can be ascertained an 
approved by. the Secretary, and submitted 
to Congress.

NO DEADLOCK BUNCOMBE. 


There are discouraging indications that 
the Senate and House at Jeffgrson City 
are preparing for a deadlock over the 
election reform bill. Yesterday the Sen- 
ate, by a solid Democratic vote, passed 
a bill far better than any that had been 
previously submitted to that body, To- 
day the House is expected to reject that 
bill by a solid Republican vote and to 
insist upon its own bill as framed by 
Mr. Filley. This means a conference 
committee, and a deadlock is predicted 
that will defeat all election reform legis- 
lation at this session. 

The Post-Dispatch sees no occasion for 
a deadlock. The differences between the 
two houses are not so vital that they 
cannot be adjusted if there is any real 
desire for honest elections. It is not so 
essential for the Recorder of Voters to 
have autocratic powers that the Demo- 
crats cannot afford to yield something on 
this point. On the other hand, it is mere 
partisan obstruction for the Republicans 
to insist that the Recorder of Voters shall 
be abolished simply because they don't 
own him. 

It is the conviction of all who have 
made impartial study of our election 
laws in operation that the office of Re- 
corder of Voters can be made a valuable 
aid for pure elections if it be hedged 
about with proper restrictions. And it 
is the duty of Democrats to restrict these 
powers where they are showngo be dan- 
gerous. 

The people want no deadlock. They 
want no scheming to put one or the other 
party “in a hole” as a substitute for 
legislation. They want relief from the 
abuses and frauds that have tainted 
recent elections in St. Louis and Kansas 
City. They want a genuine election re- 
form law, and the two houses should 
compromise any digerences not vital that 
stand in the way of such a law.

INSURANCE TRUST'S RICH BARGAIN. 


If the action of the conference com- 
mittee of the Senate and House exempt- 
ing the Board of Fire Underwriters from 
the operation of theanti-trust law stands, 
St. Louis and Kansas City will be thrown 
to the wolves. 

The compromise agree@to proposes to 
limit the operations of the insurance 
trust to St. Louis and Kansas City. It 
is prohibited from interfering with rates 
in the rest of the State, but is allowed 
unchecked license to combine for the 
levying of excessive rates in. those two 
cities. 

This action of the conference commit- 
tee is incomprehensible except on the 
theory that the so-called compromise 
was framed by the insurance combine's 
lobby. There is not a shadow of justice 

r reagon in it. If any part ef the State 
meeds protection from this oppressive 
trust these cities, where the fattest pick- 
ings are to be found, need it. It is a 
travesty on justice to limit the operation 
of a combine to the most profitable fields. 

The underwriters can well afford to 
give up the small towns and the country 
in exchange for a license to pluck the 
rich cities. But the State Legislature 
cannot afford to serve as the pliant tool 
of itg monopolistic purposes.

ENFORCE THE CITY’S RIGHTS. 


The new draft of the bill to release 
the Edison Illuminating Co, from the 
greater part of its 5 per cent tax obliga- 
tion, which was sent to engrossment by 
the Council last night, is merely a slight 
bettering of a bad bargain for the city. 

In the new bill the company agrees to 
pay $9,000 a year instead of $7,500, as at 
first proposed. This additional conces- 
sion emphasizes the anxiety of the com- 
pany to avoid the courts and its distrust 
of the validity of its claim to exemption, 
Its willingness to pay $25,000 in cash and 
$9,000 per annum clearly indicates its 
belief that the city can collect the full 
amount of the tax. 

Although the terms of the compromise 
in the matter of future obligations and 
the city’s prospective rights have been 
made more definite, the experience of the 
city has shown the danger of concessions 
and the substitution of new ordinances 
for old ordinances known to be good. In 
such deals the city has invariably been 
beaten by shrewd corporation lawyers. 

The compromise is a bluff. The Post- 
Dispatch reiterates the opinion that the 
safest plan for the municipal authorities 
is to stand upon the city’s rights under 
the law and enforce them in court. 


TWO GOOD BILLS. 

In its closing hours the House of Rep- 
resentatives at Jefferson City appears to 
be making an effort to redeem itself in 
public estimation. Among other things 
it has just passed two bills of great im- 
portance to the people. 

One of these provides that property 
sold to satisfy a mortgage may be re- 
deemed within one year on payment of 
interest and costs. The Senate should 
promptly concur. Such a law would 
save the homes of thousands of men and 
women in Missouri who are liable to 
lose all in a time of temporary embar- 
rassment or misfortune. Speculators 
and money lenders may object to giving 
the borrower a chance to save himself 
honorably from ruin, but there are al- 
ready enough laws in the interest of the 
former to make the legal language, due 
process of law,“ synonymous with sum- 
mary process, and it would be refreshing 
to find a few enactments by a Missouri 
Legislature in the interest of the great 
body of common people. 

The other bill referred to as having 
passed the House provides for making 
$100 of debt due employes of corpora- 
tions preferred debts. Under existing 
statutes the man who has worked faith- 
fully for a corporation and tacitly aided 
it by agreeing to a postponement of his 
wages must, when the crash comes, take 
his chances with the moneyed creditors 
and be deprived of that upon which the 
life of his family may depend. This bill, 
too, should be passed by the Senate. 
The lateness of the session will be no 
excuse.

MONUMENTAL ASSURANCE. 


In the bill granting a franchise to the 
Merchants’ Bridge & Terminal Co. for 
ht of way between the river and the 
stern city limits to complete its belt 
line the Municipal Assembly. has a rare 
opportunity to compel this eorporation 
to fulfill some of its promises and to 
make some return for the valuable privil- 
eges granted it under false pretenses. 

So far from deserving favors from the 
city this corporation has earned the right 
to expect the most rigid justice in all 
municipal dealings with it. It deceived 
the merchants into support of its claims 
and requests and the authorities into 
granting all that it asked with promises 
of beneficial competition and low rates, 
and then turned its vast acquisitions 
over to the old bridge and terminal mo- 
nopoly. With singular facility of evasion 
it has broken every pledge and eluded 
every Obligation. Neither a benefit nor 
a payment expected from the company 
has been realized. It has profited enorm- 
ously by the capacity for blundering in 
favor of corporations which has distin- 
guished the Municipal Assembly. Loop- 
holes for escape from obligations were 
left in all of its franchise ordinances. 

With this record the request for a 
right of way to round out a privilege 
of enormous value without a cent of 
compensation is a monumental piece of 


The company 
should be held to all of its previous obli- 
gations before any new franchise is con- 
ferred upon it. It would be just and 
wise to compel it to break its oppressive 
combination with the old monopoly as 
an essential condition to the granting 
of additional privileges, because every 
such addition would strengthen the mo- 
nopoly of terminal facilities. 

If the franchise is granted at -all it 
mould be granted on conditions that will 
guarantee to the city the full limit of 
fair compensation.

It has been reported that the members of 
the Committee on the Code, had no intention 
of reporting on Dr. rks’ case; that an 
informal plan had been agred upon, ere- 
by the members were to remain absent from 
the meetings, until the accused should be- 
come so disgusted that he would drop out of 
the society altogether. Dr. Marks’ friends 
warmly opposed such action and to add to 
the ‘perplexities of the whole affair they 
clainmed that Dr. H. H. Mudd had infracted 
the code. His likeness and a sketch of. his 
career appeared in Saturday’s Post-Dis- 
patch. Of this Dr. Marks’ friends de- 
manded an explanation. The absence of the

To ascertain definitely just how matters 
stood a Post-Dispatch reporter visited the 
members of the Code Committee. It was 
denied by all that they had shirked. On the 
contrary, they asserted that baskets full of 
evidence, pro and con, in the Marks’ case, 
had been received and that they were work- 
ing night and day to unravel the affair. It 
was this that kept them away from the 
meeting. It was learned also that complaints 
against six or seven other physicians had 
been received and that the case against Dr.

CONTAGION OF 
CONSUMPTION. 


Physicians Urge Precautionary 
Laboratory Work. 


HOMAN’S PLAN IS APPROVED. 


yo remedy 


The City Should Undertake the Work of 
Diagnosing All Suspected Cases of 
Consumption and Isolate Them. 


At the last meeting of the Board of 
Health Dr. George Homan, Health Com- 
missioner, referring to a portion of his last 
annual report, suggested that bacteriologi- 
cal and microscopical examination of ex- 
pectorated matter from suspected consump- 
tive patients be undertaken by the Health 
Department, as is done in diphtheria cases. 

Dr. Paul Paquin, who is regarded as an 
authority on consumption and who is ex- 


perimenting with a serum which has given 


relief and which, Dr. Paquin thinks, may 
prove a specific, unreservedly indorses the 
Health Commissioner’s views. He said: 
“Dr. Homan is right. The time has come 
when sanitary officers should take steps to 
arrest the emination of consumption. 
Not only should they establish means of 
diagnosing and suppressing tuberculosis, 
but, in my judgment, they should inaugu- 
rate means of educating the masses on the 
infectious nature of this disease. The 
State Board has begun this work through 
its aE bulletin, The Missouri Sani- 
tarian, and I would hail with delight the 
establishment of a laboratory and the en- 
forcement of a regulation in St. Louis to 
diagnose early the appearance of the germs 
of consumption in one’s sputa. My humble 
efforts in sanitary science concerning con- 
sumption have been carried on in this very 
line and 1 trust the efforts of Dr. Homan 
will secure a hearing from the law-makers 


and the public.“ 

Dr. A. M. Carpenter of the Barnes Medi- 
cal College faculty said: There is no long- 
er question of the contagious or infec- 
tious nature of consumption, although it 
was not considered so until recent years. 
The people generally do not understand 
this, and ignorance is mostly responsible 
for the spread of all diseases. I am in fa- 
vor of r. Homan’s suggestion. If the 
tubercular baccilli are discovered in a sus- 
pected case the patient should be isolated 
and the family instructed in the precaution 
to be taken to prevent the spread of the 
disease, such as burning promptly the 
rags into which patients expectorate and 
in other ways not necessary to detail. I 
think in all hospitals consumptive patients 
should be isolated as in other contagious 
diseases. They expectorate promiscuous- 
ly and the tubercular baccilli are scattered 
as dust into the lungs of others, thus 
spreading the disease. A patient taken to 
a hospital injured, om suffering from some 
other disease, may contract consumption 
by sleeping in a bed which a consumptive 
has occupied. The disease is far more 
‘catching’ than most people imagine.”’ 

Dr. L Love said he was entirely in 
accord with Dr. Homan’s suggestion. “It 
is a good thing in every respect,” he said. 
In the medical profession there remains 
na doubt whatever that consumption is 
contagious. While boards of health vig- 
oro fight other contagious diseases, 
isolating patients, warning the community 
by placarding houses, quarantining against 
infection, etc., consumption, which kills 
more people than any other disease, is 
allowed to go unchecked. The people 
must be edugated to regard consumption 
as a — disease and means must 
De taken to stamp it out. Dr. Homan's 
suggestion should by all means be car- 
ried out.” . 

Dr. E. Younkin, editor of the American 
Medical Journal, said: “I am not only in 
favor of the present suggestion of Dr. Ho- 
man, but I think that the appropriation for 
laboratory work in the Health artment 
should be so increased as to furnish a com- 
plete equipment, which will admit of inves- 
tigations along other lines, so that St. Louis 
can keep fully abreast of other cities in med- 
ical science as applied to the prevention and 
cure of diseases. It is practic settled 
that consumption is contagious. 
few who hold contrary opinions. 
know that there is any cure for cons 
tion. The experiments with Koch's lymph 
have not demonstrated that it is a specific. 
But the value of an early diagnosis of the 
disease is in being able to treat it in its in- 
cipiency, when the chances for overcoming 
it, or keeping it in check, are grea 
which the spread of the con 
checked by the observance of proper pre- 
cautions.”

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TROOPS SENT TO CURA. 


Spain Sends 8,000 Soldiers to Assist in 
Putting Down the Revolt. 


HAVANA, Cuba, March 20.—Spain is ex- 
pected to send 8,000 troops to reach Cuba 
before April 1. Two thousand of them will 
be landed at Santiago March 22. The Gov- 
ernment is confident that the troubles in 
that place will be suppressed within a week 
after the arrival of the troops. 

Gen. Lachambre, commanding the Spanish 
force in Cuba, reports that the loss of Col. 
Santoscilde’s forces at Guantanamo March 

was five seriously wounded. The in- 
surgents lost seven killed and fifteen 
wounded. Major Vaquero’s column is re- 
ported to have dispersed the rebels in the 
vicinity of Jacaibana.

An uprising has occurred near Santo 
Espiritu in Las Villa District and the whole 
district is now under arms. 

The steamer from Santander, Spain, con- 
veying six battalions of soldiers to Cuba, 
has run aground at Matarnillos about 
twenty-four hours east of Havana. Assist- 
ance has been sent to her.

GEN. ADAM BADRAU DEAD. 


Passing of Grant’s Military Secretary. 
Aged 64. 


RIDGEWOOD, N. J., March 20.—Gen. A. 
Badeau, who was on the staff of Gen. Grant 
as Military Secretary, and who afterwards 
served as Secretary of the American Lega- 


tion in London, is dead, aged A years. 
He was born at New Rochelle, Westches- 
ter County, N. X., and belonged to one of the 
oldest Huguenot families which settled 
that town. Badeau was a newspaper man at 
the time the war broke out: He was a writ- 
er, perhaps an editor, on Noah’s Sunday 
Times, when he enlisted in the army, and 
was the author of a bright little book on 
the experiences of a vagabond.

He left St. Louis 
about six weeks ago to secure a very 
lucrative contract in the copper mines in 
the Cananea Mountains.
